To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Report  on  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  City  of  Bradford  for  the  year  1908. 

The  vitality  and  mortality  statistics  in  the  body  of  the  Report 
are  calculated  upon  the  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  Registrar- 
General,  viz.,  292,136. 

The  birth-rate  was  20*14  per  1000  of  the  population,  which 

is  0*38  above  the  rate  for  the  previous  year. 

The  death-rate  from  all  cau.ses  per  1000  of  the  population 
was  15*37,  which  is  higher  by  0*90  per  1000  than  the  year 

preceding.  The  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales 
was  14*7  per  1000.  In  the  Municipal  Wards  the  death-rate 
varied  between  11*25  in  the  Bolton  Ward  and  i8*i8  in  the 
Bradford  Moor  Ward.  Out  of  the  total  number  of  4577  deaths, 
979,  or  2i«*per  cent.,  occurred  in  public  institutions. 

The  infant  mortality,  that  is  the  mortality  amongst  infants 

under  12  months  of  age  calculated  per  1000  births,  was  143  per 
1000  of  the  children  born.  A reference  to  the  paragraph  on 
infant  mortality  shows  that  there  were  860  deaths  of  infants, 
and  that  out  of  this  number  138  were  due  to  premature  birth, 
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and  162  to  infant  diarrhoea.  During  the  year,  however,  great 
attention  has  been  paid  by  the  staff  of  Women  Inspectors  to 

infant  mortality,  and  although  the  mortality  figure  for  this  year 

is  not  so  favourable  as  during  the  year  1907,  yet  I am  satisfied 
that  the  lives  of  a considerable  number  have  been  saved. 

The  tabular  statement  in  the  body  of  the  report  which  depicts 
the  rate  of  infant  mortality  shows  that  during  the  past  ten  years, 
in  spite  of  the  varying  conditions  of  climate,  there  has  been  a 
great  diminution  in  the  mortality  of  infants. 

The  adoption  of  the  early  Notification  of  Births  Act,  of 

1907,  came  into  force  during  the  early  part  of  January,  1908, 
and  has  proved  of  great  service  in  the  prevention  of  the 

mortality  of  infants.  During  the  year  5169  births  were  notified, 

and  the  total  number  registered  under  the  Registration  xA.cts 
was  5998. 

The  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases  was  not  above  the 
normal,  and  in  reference  to  Smallpox  no  cases  occurred, 
although  several  persons  who  had  been  in  contact  with  cases 
of  the  disease  arrived  from  South  Africa  or  other  colonies. 

The  prevalence  of  Tuberculosis  is  shown  by  diagrams  in  the 

Report,  and  the  continuous  fall  in  this  mortality  is  noticed 

during  the  past  twenty-five  years.  Efforts  have  been  made  to 
diminish  the  risk  of  infection  by  tuberculosis  through  the  milk 
supply,  and  during  the  year  samples  of  milk  have  been  sent 
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to  the  University  of  Leeds  for  bacteriological  examination  for 
the  germs  of  tuberculosis. 

In  regard  to  Insanitary  property  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  Longlands  Insanitary  Area.  All  the  dilapi- 
dated buildings  have  now  been  taken  down,  and  five  blocks  of 
tenement  dwellings  have  been  put  up,  and  will  probably  be 
ready  for  occupation  in  the  course  of  a few  months. 

In  regard  to  the  Wapping  Insanitary  Area  more  property 
has  been  purchased  and  a large  part  of  the  site  cleared.

BIRTPIS. 


The  number  of  births  recorded  during  the  fifty-three  weeks  ending 
January  2nd,  1909,  was  5998,  consisting  of  3128  males  and  2870  females. 
Calculated  on  the  estimated  population  the  birth-rate  for  the  year  was 
therefore  2o'i4  per  1000,  being  an  increase  of  o'38  upon  the  rate  for  the 
previous  year.  Locally  the  birth-rate  varied  from  i4‘66  in  the  Bolton 
Ward  to  27*98  in  Eccleshill.  The  birth-rate  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  was  26*5,  and  for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  of  the  country 
27*0  per  1000  of  the  population.  In  142  smaller  towns  it  was  26*0 
per  1000. 

The  birth-rate  for  Bradford,  commencing  with  the  year  1869,  as 
contrasted  with  that  of  England  and  AVales,  is  shown  on  the  diagram 
appended. 

Illegiti7?iate  Births.  — There  were  289  births  of  illegitimate  infants 
registered  during  1908,  being  in  the  proportion  of  48  per  1000  of  the  total 
births,  the  average  proportion  in  the  preceding  10  years  having  been  51 
per  1000. 

The  mean  birth-rates  in  Bradford,  calculated  upon  the  total  population 
at  the  last  three  Censuses,  were  as  under,  which  shows  a decrease  in  the 
birth-rate  of  39  per  cent,  since  1881  : —

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  mortality  amongst  children  under  twelve  months  of  age 
calculated  on  the  number  of  births  during  the  year  was  143  per  1000. 

In  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  the  infantile  mortality  rate  was 
121  per  1000  births;  in  the  seventy-six  large  towns  it  was  128;  in  142 
smaller  towns  it  was  124;  and  in  England  and  Wales  less  218  towns  it 
was  1 10. 

The  affections  most  destructive  to  infant  life  during  the  past  year 
were  diarrhoea,  atrophy  and  debility,  premature  birth  and  lung  diseases.

Reference  to  the  diagram  following  shows  that  the  average  Infant 
Mortality  rate  for  the  past  35  years  is  265  per  1000  of  the  children 
born,  and  that  a considerable  reduction  has  taken  place  since  the  year 
1898,  a reduction  accounted  for  in  some  degree  by  favourable  climatic 
conditions  but  assisted  I think  to  a considerable  extent  by  the  special 
efforts  directed  against  the  unnecessary  sacrifice  of  infant  life  during 
the  last  10  years.

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The  infant  mortality  rate  for  1908  shows  a considerable  increase  on 
that  of  1907,  which  was  the  lowest  figure  yet  registered  in  Bradford. 

The  subject  of  infant  mortality  is  one  of  the  greatest  importance  to 
the  public  health  of  any  City,  and  has  for  a great  number  of  years 
received  an  increasing  amount  of  attention  from  all  interested  in  sanitary 
affairs,  and  during  the  past  three  years  two  important  national  conferences 
have  been  held  to  deliberate  on  its  causes  and  the  best  method  of 

combating  them. 

The  recent  adoption  by  the  Council  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act 
secured  the  early  notification  of  births  in  this  City,  thus  enabling  the 
staff  of  women  inspectors  to  visit  the  infant  within  a short  time  of  its 
birth. 

The  Cinderella  Club  offered  to  co-operate  in  this  effort  to  reduce 
infantile  mortality  by  supplying  milk  to  necessitous  nursing  mothers,  and 
humanised  milk  to  those  infants  in  the  poorer  districts  whose  mothers 
were  unable  to  suckle  them. 

2080  births  were  regularly  visited,  and  the  death  rate  (calculated 

upon  the  visited  births)  was  105*5  1:00.  This  compares  very 

favourably  with  the  infantile  death  rate  for  the  whole  City,  which  was 

143  per  1000  births,  especially  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  summer 
heat  of  1908  was  responsible  for  an  epidemic  of  infantile  diarrhoea — 

which  disease  was  practically  absent  during  the  wet  summer  of  1907. 

64  deaths  were  due  to  diarrhoea. 

31  to  pulmonary  disorders. 

4 were  accidentally  suffocated. 

46  succumbed  to  atrophy  and  debility. 

39  were  owing  to  prematurity  and  immaturity, 

and  the  remaining  number  were  due  to  convulsions,  whooping  cough, 
measles,  and  syphilis. 
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A large  number  of  those  who  succumbed  to  atrophy  and  debility 
were  victims  of  economic  conditions  : the  father  being  out  of  work 
and  the  mother  consequently  receiving  insufficient  nourishment  during 
pregnancy. 

In  the  months  of  October  and  November  25  per  cent,  of  the 
fathers  were  entirely  out  of  work,  and  33  per  cent,  on  short  time. 

The  death-rate  amongst  breast-fed  infants  was  47 ‘8  per  1000. 

Amongst  those  partially  breast-fed  and  partially  hand-fed  108  per  1000. 

On  the  usual  method  of  artificial  feeding,  there  was  a death-rate 
of  205  per  1000,  whereas  on  those  infants  who  were  fed  upon  humanised 
milk,  the  death-rate  was  192  per  1000.  At  first  sight  this  may  appear 
somewhat  unsatisfactory,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  in  nearly  every 
case  where  humanised  milk  was  applied  for,  the  infant  was  exceptionally 
delicate,  and  that  it  was  owing  to  its  unsatisfactory  health  that  this  form 
of  nourishment  was  resorted  to. 

The  following  are  typical  cases  of  the  improvement  shown  where 
humanised  milk  was  substituted  for  other  methods  of  artificial  feeding  : — 

Case  I. 

Actual  weight  at  birth,  81b.  40Z.,  normal  weight  being  ylb.

Owing  to  loss  of  weight  at  the  end  of  the  8th  week  humanised 
milk  was  applied  for  and,  when  weighed  at  1 1 weeks  old,  the  infant 
was  plb.,  a gain  of  alb.  in  3 weeks.  This  improvement  continued 
until  the  child  attained  its  normal  weight.

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Case  II. 

Twins,  boy  and  girl,  who  had  humanised  milk  from  the  first  week. 

At  lo  weeks  boy  weighed  141b.  40Z.,  and  the  girl  141b. 

The  normal  weight  at  this  age  being  lolb.  iioz. 

Case  III. 

This  infant  was  brought  up  on  milk  and  water  prepared  at  home. 

At  30  weeks  it  weighed  iilb.,  normal  weight  171b.  90Z. 

At  34  weeks  it  weighed  lolb.,  normal  weight  i81b.  150Z. 

This  continuous  loss  in  weight  caused  alarm,  so  the  mother  was  persuaded 
to  try  humanised  milk,  and  in  2 weeks  it  gained  ilb.  and  continued  this 
improvement  until  its  weight  became  normal. 

Case  IV. 

At  birth  weighed  plb.,  normal  weight  ylb. 

At  25  weeks  weighed  i2dlb.,  normal  weight  i61b. 

The  gradual  loss  in  weight  in  this  case  being  serious  humanised  milk  was 
advised,  and  in  i week  the  child  gained  over  ^Ib.,  and  at  29  weeks 
weighed  151b.  and  was  in  every  way  healthier.  The  improvement  was 
maintained. 

Case  V. 

Twins.  These  were  very  much  below  the  average  weight  at  birth, 
and  were  so  fragile  and  undersized  that  the  medical  practitioner  in  attend- 
ance gave  little  hope  of  their  being  reared.  Humanised  milk  was  supplied 
straight  away-^and  given  alternately  with  the  breast  milk,  the  result  being 
that  both  infants  (now  over  a year  old)  are  in  excellent  health  and  will 
in  all  probability  survive. 

Case  VI. 

This  infant  at  six  months  was  a miserable  puny  child,  with  an  old, 
weary  expression.  He  had  been  fed  upon  rusks,  pobbies,  and  a patent 
food,  and  was  41b.  below  the  normal  weight.  He  was  supplied  with 
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humanised  milk  and  steadily  gained  weight,  until  at  the  end  of  the 
second  6 months  he  was  hardly  recognisable  as  the  same  child,  having 
rosy  cheeks,  firm  flesh,  and  a happy  disposition. 

The  low  death  rate  amongst  breast-fed  babies  is  somewhat  due  to  the 
sterilised  milk  supplied  to  nursing  mothers.  In  one  case,  the  mother  had 
never  before  been  able  to  suckle  her  children,  but  within  two  days  of  this 
infant’s  birth,  sterilised  milk  was  supplied  to  her,  and  the  extra  nourish- 
ment has  enabled  her  to  continue  breast  feeding,  with  most  excellent 
results. 

In  all  those  cases  where  hand-feeding  is  necessary,  the  infant  not  only 
runs  risks  from  impure  milk,  but  often  the  bottles  are  insufficiently 
cleansed,  or  the  tube  is  in  a filthy  condition,  so  that  these  dangers  are 
entirely  done  away  with  when  baby  gets  humanised  milk  from  the  depot, 
as  the  right  quantity  for  each  feed  is  supplied  in  sealed  bottles  ready  for 
use,  and  every  time  a fresh  bottle  is  given  to  the  infant  the  teat  is 
re-fixed  over  the  neck  of  the  bottle.

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ZYMOTIC  disp:ases. 

Zymotic  diseases  form  a class  which  deserves  special  attention ; 
the  mortality  from  them  is  set  out  in  the  following  table  and  in 
table  of  Appendix  11.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  zymotics  was 
547,  in  comparison  with  363  for  1907,  the  principal  increase  being 
due  to  Zymotic  Diarrhoea. 
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The  incidence  of  mortality  from  Zymotic  Disease  in  Bradford  is  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  seventy-six  great  towns  in  the  following  table.

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SCARLATINA. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlatina  reported  to  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, chiefly  through  the  provisions  of  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Notification  Act,  was  815,  as  compared  with  633,  the  number  for  the 
preceding  year. 

The  number  terminating  fatally  was  14,  equivalent  to  a fatality  rate 
of  17  per  cent. 

Of  the  cases  notified  560  were  removed  to  hospital,  being  in  the 
proportion  of  687  per  cent.  The  numbers  admitted  to  each  of  the 
Isolation  Hospitals  were  as  follows,  viz.  : —

A comparison  between  those  cases  treated  in  the  Leeds  Road  Hospital 
and  others  treated  at  home  shows  the  fatality  rate  to  be  2^23  per  cent, 
amongst  the  former  and  078  per  cent,  in  the  latter,  the  explanation  of  the 
higher  mortality  amongst  hospital  treated  cases  being  that  a larger 
proportion  are  more  serious  cases. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  Scarlatina  is  13,  6 of  which  are 
children  under  five  years  of  age. 

The  following  table  shows  the  prevalence  of  Scarlatina  and  the 
death-rate  due  to  it  since  1875.

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WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Whooping  Cough  caused  56  deaths,  in  comparison  with  80  for  the 
year  preceding.  All  the  deaths  except  two  were  of  children  under  five 
years  of  age,  and  24  were  children  of  less  than  twelve  months.  The  vast 
majority  of  the  fatal  cases  were  complicated  with  some  affection  of  the 
respiratory  organs — generally  bronchitis  or  broncho-pneumonia. 


SMALLPOX. 

There  was  no  case  of  Smallpox  during  the  year  1908,  although  on 
several  occasions  notice  was  received  of  the  arrival  in  Bradford  of  persons 
who  had  been  exposed  to  infection  on  board  ship,  chiefly  on  the  return 
voyage  from  South  Africa  or  Buenos  Ayres. 


MEASLES. 

The  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  Measles  was  72,  as  compared 
with  50  for  the  previous  year,  65  of  which  were  children  under  five 
years  of  age,  the  affection  in  most  cases  being  complicated  with  bronchitis 
or  broncho-pneumonia. 

During  tlm  year  I reported  as  follows  as  to  the  desirability  of  the 
isolation  of  Measles  occurring  in  the  Public  Institutions : — 

ISOLATION  OF  CASES  OF  MEASLES  FROM 
PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Leeds  Road,  contains  180  beds, 
100  of  which  are  allocated  to  Scarlatina,  40  to  Enteric  Fever,  and  40 
to  Diphtheria. 
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It  serves  a population  of  238,837,  and  on  the  ordinary  basis  of 
one  bed  for  every  1,000  of  the  population  is  not  large  enough  for 

the  needs  of  the  part  of  the  City  which  it  serves. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  past  10  years  the  Hospital  has 
not  been  equal  to  the  demands  made  upon  it  and  patients  have  had 

to  be  kept  waiting  for  a few  days  for  admission. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  admission  of  cases  of  Measles  from 
Public  Institutions,  one  division,  consisting  of  not  less  than  24  beds, 
would  have  to  be  devoted  especially  to  this  service.  It  is  therefore 

obvious  that  the  Hospital  is  not  large  enough  for  the  isolation  of 
cases  other  than  those  for  which  it  was  constructed.  It  should  also 

be  borne  in  mind  that  there  would  be  some  risk  of  the  Measles 
cases  becoming  infected  with  Scarlatina  or  Diphtheria,  and  that  children 
convalescent  from  the  two  latter  affections  might  be  infected  with 

Measles. 

An  extension  in  the  form  of  an  observation  block  of  10  beds  is 

at  present  in  course  of  erection,  and  when  completed  might  occasionally 
be  used  for  the  isolation  of  an  unusual  case  of  Measles,  e.g.,  one 
occurring  at  the  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital  from  an  out-district  such  as 
Skipton,  which  could  not  be  sent  home. 

In  my  opinion  the  Hospital  Committee  is  not  at  present  in  a 

position  to  undertake  the  isolation  of  all  cases  of  Measles  occurring 
in  Public  Institutions.

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DIPHTHERIA. 


There  occurred  397  cases  as  against  277  for  the  previous  year,  41 
deaths  having  been  attributed  to  this  disease,  the  same  number  as 
occurred  in  1907.

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TUBKRCULOSIS. 

In  whatever  form  Tuberculosis  attacks  man  it  is  brought  about  by 
the  invasion  of  his  system  l)y  means  of  a small  micro-organism  known 
as  the  “bacillus  tuberculosis.”  It  has  long  been  knowm  that  tuberculosis, 
chiefly  in  pulmonary  manifestations,  has  been  associated  with  insanitary 
surroundings  and  conditions  inimical  to  health.  Slum  dwellings  devoid 
of  fresh  air  and  sunlight,  workshops  ill-ventilated,  and  a foul  atmosphere 
in  the  home,  are  conditions  which  favour  the  growth  and  spread  of  the 
germ  of  tuberculosis.  Intemperance,  poverty  and  bad  feeding,  together 
with  any  other  condition  which  debilitates  the  constitution,  are  predis- 
posing causes  and  facilitate  the  ravages  of  the  disease. 

Reference  to  the  reports  of  the  Registrar-General  show  that  for  many 
years  there  has  been  a continuous  fall  in  the  mortality  from  Tuberculosis, 
more  especially  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs.  The  decline  in  Phthisis 
is  admirably  depicted  both  for  England  and  W ales  and  for  Bradford  in 
the  following  diagrams  which  show  the  greater  fall  in  the  female  than 
the  male  death-rate.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  occupations  and 
habits  of  men  make  them  more  liable  to  invasion  by  Tuberculosis  than 
women.  The  woman  is  more  in  the  home,  and  improvements  which 
have  recently  been  made  in  housing  probably  account  for  part  of  the 
greater  immunity  of  the  female. 

In  May,  1907,  a system  of  voluntary  notification  of  Tuberculosis  of  the 
Lungs  was  established  in  Bradford,  and  during  that  year  171  cases  were 
notified.  In  the  year  under  review  205  cases  were  notified.  Each  of 
the  cases  notified  is  visited  by  the  women  inspectors,  who  give  advice 
to  the  patient  and  his  friends  as  to  the  methods  of  living  a more 
hygienic  life,  and  the  desirability  of  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease 
to  other  members  of  the  family.  \Vhenever  possible,  if  the  case  be 
suitable  for  sanatorium  treatment,  removal  to  a sanatorium  for  the  treatment 
of  Phthisis  is  recommended  and  occasionally  effected. 


Chart  showing  male  and  female  death-rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  England  and  ^\^ales  per  to,ooo  of  the 
population  from  1851-1906.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  death-rate  amongst  females  was  higher  than  that  amongst  males  until 
1864,  which,  after  running  practically  parallel  with  the  male  rate  for  some  years,  l)ecame  gradually  lower  than  the  male  rate. 
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At  each  infected  house  a copy  of  the  following  circular,  drawn  up 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  is  left  and

Prpxautions  for  Consumptive  Persons. 

Consumption  is,  to  a limited  extent,  an  infectious  disease.  It  is 
spread  chiefly  by  inhaling  the  expectoration  (spit)  of  patients  which  has 
been  allowed  to  become  dry  and  float  about  the  room  as  dust,  or  by 
directly  inhaling  the  spray  which  may  be  produced  when  the  patient 
coughs. 

Do  not  spit  except  into  receptacles,  the  conte?its  of  which  are  to  be 
destroyed  before  they  becofjie  d?y\  If  this  si7nple  precaiition  is  tahen,  there 
is  practically  no  daoiger  of  infection.  The  breath  of  consumptive  persons 
is  free  from  infection  except  when  coughing. 

'Fhe  following  detailed  rules  will  be  found  useful,  both  to  the 
consumptive  and  his  friends  : — 

1.  Expectoration  indoors  should  be  received  into  small  paper  bags 
and  burnt  immediately  ; or  into  a receptacle  which  is  emptied  down  the 
drain  daily,  and  then  washed  with  boiling  water. 

2.  Expectoration  out  of  doors  should  be  received  into  a suitable 
bottle,  to  be  afterwards  washed  out  with  boiling  water.  If  a paper 
handkerchief  is  used,  this  must  at  once  be  placed  in  a waterproof  bag, 
the  contents  subsequently  burnt,  and  the  bag  washed  daily. 

3.  Ordinary  handkerchiefs,  if  ever  used  for  expectoration,  should  be 
[Dut  ifito  boilmg  7vater  before  they  have  tinie  to  beco??ie  dry ; or  into 
a solution  of  a disinfectant,  as  directed  by  a doctor. 

4.  Wet  cleansing  of  rooms,  particularly  of  bedrooms  occupied  by 
sick  persons,  should  be  substituted  for  “dusting  and  “sweeping.” 

5.  Sufilight  and  fresh  air  are  the  greatest  enemies  of  infection. 
Every  patient  should  sleep  with  his  bedroom  window  open  top  and 
bottom,  a screen  being  arranged  if  necessary  to  prevent  direct  draught. 

6.  The  patient  should,  whenever  practicable,  occupy  a separate 
bedroom.  Children  should  not  sleep  in  the  same  bedroom  as  the  patient. 


N.B. — The  patient  himself  is  the  greatest  gainer  by  the  above 
precautions,  and  his  recovery  is  retarded  and  frequently  prevented  by 
renewed  infection  derived  from  his  own  expectoration. 

7. — Persons  in  good  health  have  little  reason  to  fear  the  infection 
of  consumption.  Over-fatigue,  intemperance,  bad  air,  dusty  occupations, 
and  dirty  rooms  favour  consumption.

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy. — These  three  chief  diseases 
of  the  respiratory  organs  accounted  for  714  deaths,  185  of  which  were  those 
of  children  under  5 years  of  age.  The  respiratory  death-rate  was  equal  to 
2 ’40  per  1000  of  the  population. 


TUBERCULOSIS  OF  THE  LUNG  (includinc;  Phthisis)  AND  OTHER  FORMS 

OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 
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TUBERCULOSIS  AND  THE  MILK  SUPPLY. 

'The  researches  of  many  investigators  show  that  Tuberculosis  can 
be  contracted  by  swallowing  milk  containing  the  germs  of  tuberculosis, 
and  that  infants  are  particularly  susceptible  to  this  form  of  infection. 
This  danger  can  only  be  effectually  guarded  against  by  obtaining  milk 
from  animals  free  from  tuberculosis  and  keeping  them  under  healthy 
conditions.  During  the  year  I made  a report  on  the  existence  of 

Tuberculous  Milk  and  the  desirability  of  veterinary  inspection  of  cows 
used  for  milking,  in  which  I drew  attention  to  the  following  points, 
and  made  the  recommendation  appended  : — 

1.  That  Bradford  milk,  probably  to  the  extent  of  8 or  lo 

per  cent.,  may  be  infected  with  tuberculosis. 

2.  That  there  is  considerable  danger  to  human  beings  from 

the  consumption  of  this  milk. 

3.  ITat  no  direct  action  other  than  the  application  of  the 
regulation  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order  is 
being  taken  to  abolish  this  source  of  human  tuberculosis. 

In  addition  to  the  application  of  the  milk  clauses  in  the  Act  of 

1900,  I am  of  opinion  that  a systematic  inspection  of  all  cows  in  the 
City  should  be  made,  and  that  advice  should  be  given  to  the  owners 
of  infected  animals  on  the  importance  of  separating  the  tuberculous 
from  the  heaEhy  ones.  This  is  done  in  many  towns  in  the  country. 

I recommended  therefore  that : — 

1.  That  the  Town  Clerk  be  instructed  to  again  advertise  the 
provisions  of  the  Model  Clauses  contained  in  the  Local  Act  of 
1900. 

2.  That  an  arrangement  be  made  with  the  pathological 
department  of  the  Leeds  University  for  the  examination  of  milks 

E 
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by  the  inoculation  of  guinea  pigs,  and  the  provision  of  a report 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

3.  That  the  regular  inspection  of  milking  animals  be  made, 
and  a veterinary  surgeon  appointed  for  the  purpose. 


ANTHRAX. 

This  disease,  also  known  in  Bradford  as  woolsorter’s  disease,  because 
it  was  formerly  common  in  persons  engaged  in  sorting  wool,  caused  the 
death  of  three  persons,  and  the  total  number  of  cases  coming  to  my 
knowledge,  either  by  the  channels  of  voluntary  notification  by  medical 
practitioners,  or  intimation  from  the  Home  Office,  was  eight.  All  infected 
persons  were  employed  in  the  manipulation  of  wools  known  to  be 
“ dangerous,”  and  were  employed  as  combers  or  carders.

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CANCER.

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NOTICES  TO  SCHOOL  TEACHERS,  LIBRARIANS, 

AND  PARENTS. 


In  all  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  inquiry  is  made  as 
to  the  School  attendance  (both  Sunday  and  Day  Schools),  and  a 
notice  sent  to  the  Head  Teacher  advising  that  no  children  should  be 

received  at  School  from  such  infected  house  until  after  cleansing  and 

disinfection  have  been  done  and  a certificate  given  from  my  office. 

At  the  same  time  a notice  is  also  sent  to  the  parents  of  the  sufferer. 
In  this  service  2836  notices  were  sent  out  during  the  year. 

The  Chief  Librarian  is  also  supplied  daily  with  a list  of  infected 
houses,  and  if  any  house  is  found  to  contain  a book  on  loan  from  a Free 
Library  information  is  sent  to  me,  the  book  called  for,  and  if  filthy 
destroyed ; books  in  a clean  condition  are  sent  to  the  City  Hospital 
for  the  use  of  patients. 

The  number  of  books  taken  from  infected  houses  was  192,  for  which 
a sum  of  ^16  2S.  2d.  was  paid  by  the  Health  Department  to  the 

Free  Library. 
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WORK  OF  THE  WOMEN  SANITARY  INSPECTORS. 

'Fhe  work  of  the  Women  Public  Health  Inspectors  has  again  been 
extended.  I'he  adoption  by  the  Council  of  “The  Notification  of  Births 
Act”  necessitated  the  appointment  of  two  more  sub-inspectors.  This  has 
enabled  the  staff  to  regularly  visit  all  births  in  the  poorer  parts  of  the 
city.  Two  thousand  and  eighty-five  births  were  thus  regularly  visited,  in 
addition  to  occasional  visits  being  paid  to  395  infants  in  the  more  rural 
districts. 

The  heat  experienced  during  July  resulted  in  an  epidemic  of  Infantile 
Diarrhoea,  which  was  responsible  for  the  deaths  of  sixty-four  infants. 

The  Cinderella  Club  kindly  oftered  to  assist  the  department  by 
granting  sterilised  milk  to  necessitous  nursing  mothers,  and  humanised 
milk  to  infants  of  the  very  poor  whose  mothers  were  unable  to  suckle 
them.  This  assistance  cannot  be  over-estimated,  for  without  the  milk 
advice  would  avail  so  little. 

Voluntary  workers  from  the  Guild  of  Help  kindly  undertook  supple- 
mentary visits  to  a few  of  the  mothers  in  the  North  Ward. 

All  notified  cases  of  phthisis  and  out-patients  of  the  Children’s 
Hospital  with  house-to-house  inspection,  reported  cases  of  over-crowded 
and  filthy  premises,  the  inspection  of  midwives  and  workshops,  and 
especial  inquiries  into  the  circumstances  attending  Puerperal  septic 
affections  and  still-births,  are  undertaken  by  this  department.

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MIDWJVES  ACT,  1902. 

There  were  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1908  sixty-six  certified 
midwives.  During  the  year  one  woman  had  her  certificate  cancelled 

by  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  on  account  of  infringement  of  the 

Rules  of  the  Board. 

Great  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  work  of  the  untrained 

midwives,  but  there  is  room  for  more.  It  is  almost  too  much  to 

expect  some  of  the  very  old  women  to  alter  the  habits  of  a lifetime, 
yet  this  is  what  they  are  really  asked  to  do.  However,  with  the 
exception  of  two  very  old  women,  they  all  now  have  proper  bags  for 
their  outfit,  carry  disinfectants,  and  make  some  attempt  at  antiseptic 
precautions.  They  also  carry  clinical  thermometers,  but  unfortunately 
do  not  always  use  them.  Some  of  the  younger  women  have  benefited 
greatly  by  the  instruction  given,  and  are  most  anxious  to  carry  on 
their  work  in  a careful  and  conscientious  manner.  The  number  of 
cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  in  the  midwives’  practice  has  decreased. 

Old  customs  take  a long  time  to  die  out,  and  in  spite  of  much 
teaching  and  explanation,  some  of  these,  especially  in  connection  with 
the  treatment  of  infants,  are  still  met  with  at  times.  For  instance, 
the  dropping  of  milk  into  the  child’s  eyes  if  there  is  pus  in  them, 
and  giving  the  child  water  to  drink,  in  which  Fuller’s  Earth  has  been 
boiled.  This  is  supposed  to  be  a cure  for  “ Thrush.”  Some  midwives 
still  cling  to  the  belief  that  I'hrush  is  a necessary  evil. 

The  notification  of  Still  Births  and  Medical  Aid  required  by  the 
Central  Midwives’  Board  to  be  sent  to  the  Local  Authority,  have  been 
a source  of  great  anxiety  and  some  tribulation  to  many  midwives,  but 
they  all  understand  them  now  and  are  careful  to  discharge  their 
responsibilities. 
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The  midwives  are  much  more  ready  to  call  in  medical  aid  now 
than  formerly,  as  they  realise  that,  so  far  from  being  looked  upon  as 

a sign  of  their  incompetence,  it  is  regarded  as  a proof  of  conscientious 
work. 

The  Guardians  provide  medical  aid  at  the  time  of  confinement  to 
poor  mothers  in  cases  where,  under  the  Rules  of  the  Midwives’ 

Board,  a midwife  is  required  to  send  for  assistance.  Is  it  too  much 

to  hope  that  we  may  in  time  also  have  a nurse  who  can  attend  later 
if  necessary,  and  give  some  help  in  certain  cases  in  the  midwives’ 

practice?  There  are  times  when  the  mother  needs  attention  which  an 
untrained  woman  cannot  adequately  render,  and  which  may  make  a 

great  difference  to  the  patient’s  recovery.  The  ideal  of  a Maternity 

Home  for  the  city  seems  far  from  being  realised,  but  this  would  in 
some  measure  meet  the  need. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  point  out  that  of  the  sixty-six  registered 
women  in  Bradford,  only  seven  are  trained. 

22  12  of  the  births  notified  during  the  year  1908  were  midwives’ 

cases,  but  of  this  number  only  291  were  attended  by  trained  women. 


NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  190;. 

This  Act,  which  provides  for  the  early  notification  of  Births  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  was  adopted  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
3907,  and  came  into  operation  on  January  13th,  1908.  Its  provisions 
are 


I.  The  notification  by  the  father,  if  he  is  actually  residing  in  the 
house  in  which  the  birth  takes  place  at  the  time  of  its  occurrence,  and 
of  any  person  in  attendance  on  the  mother  at  the  time  of,  or  within 
six  hours  after,  birth,  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district 
in  which  the  child  is  born. 
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2.  Notification  to  be  made  in  writing  and  delivered  to  the  office 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  giving  the  necessary  information, 
within  thirty-six  hours  after  birth. 

3.  A penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  shillings  against  any  person  who 
fails  to  give  notice  of  a birth  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

4.  The  notification  required  by  the  Act  to  be  in  addition  to,  and 
not  in  substitution  for,  the  requirements  of  any  Act  relating  to  the 
registration  of  births. 

5.  Any  Registrar  of  Births  and  Deaths  whose  area  is  situate  within 
the  area  in  which  the  Act  is  adopted  may  have  access  to  record  of  the 
births  notified. 

6.  Notification  of  a considerable  number  of  still-births ; in  fact,  any 
child  which  has  issued  forth  from  its  mother  after  the  expiration  of  the 
twenty-eighth  week  of  pregnancy,  whether  alive  or  dead. 

7.  Any  local  authority  may  adopt  the  Act  with  the  consent  of  the 
Local  Government  Board. 

8.  The  Local  Government  Board  may  by  order  declare  the  Act  in 
force  in  any  district,  although  it  may  not  be  so  adopted  by  the  local 
authority. 


During  the  year  the  total  number  of  births  notified  was  5:69, 

including  136  still-births,  in  comparison  with  5998  live-births  registered 
by  the  Registrars  of  Births  and  Deaths.  After  making  allowance  for 
the  thirteen  days  of  the  year  in  which  the  Act  was  not  in  force,  I am 
ot  opinion  that  about  9.1  per  cent,  of  the  births  were  notified  in 

accordance  with  the  Act.  The  number  of  births  attended  by  medical 

men  was  2:40,  by  midwives  alone  2419,  and  in  610  cases  the 

accoucheur  was  not  stated.

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907. 
7 Edw.  VII.  cap.  40. 


Notice  is  Hereby  Given  that  at  a Meeting  of  the  Bradford  City 
Council,  held  on  the  Tenth  day  of  December,  1907,  after  Special  Notice 
duly  given  in  that  behalf,  it  was  resolved  that  the  above  Act  (the 
principal  provisions  of  which  are  hereto  appended)  should  be  adopted 
in  the  area  of  the  said  Council. 

And  further,  the  consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board  having 
been  obtained  to  such  resolution  of  adoption,  the  said  Act  will  come 
into  operation  on  the  Thirteenth  day  of  January,  1908. 

The  above  Act  enacts,  inter  alia — 

I.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  have  effect  in  the  area  of 
any  local  authority  in  which  this  Act  is  adopted  by  that  authority  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act — • 

(1)  In  the  case  of  every  child  born  in  an  area  in  which  this  Act  is 
adopted  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  father  of  the  child,  if  he  is 
actually  residing  in  the  house  where  the  birth  takes  place  at 
the  time  of  its  occurrence,  and  of  any  person  in  attendance 
upon  the  mother  at  the  time  of,  or  within  six  hours  after,  the 
birth,  to  give  notice  in  writing  of  the  birth  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  in  which  the  child  is  born,  in 
manner  provided  by  this  section. 

(2)  Notice  under  this  section  shall  be  given  by  posting  a prepaid 
letter  or  postcard  addressed  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
at  his  office  or  residence,  giving  the  necessary  information  of 
the  birth  within  thirty-six  hours  after  the  birth,  or  by  delivering 
a written  notice  of  the  birth  at  the  office  or  residence  of  the 
Medical  Officer  within  the  same  time ; and  the  local  authority 
shall  supply  without  charge  addressed  and  stamped  postcards 

F 
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containing  the  form  of  notice  to  any  medical  practitioner  or 
midwife  residing  or  practising  in  their  area  who  applies  for  the 
same. 

(3)  Any  person  who  fails  to  give  notice  of  a birth  in  accordance  with 

this  section  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a penalty 
not  exceeding  twenty  shillings  : Provided  that  a person  shall  not 
be  liable  to  a penalty  under  this  provision  if  he  satisfies  the 
court  that  he  had  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that  notice  had 
been  duly  given  by  some  other  person. 

(4)  The  notification  required  to  be  made  under  this  Act  shall  be  in 

addition  to  and  not  in  substitution  for  the  requirements  of  any 
Act  relating  to  the  registration  of  births  ; and  any  Registrar  of 
Births  and  Deaths  whose  sub-district  or  any  part  thereof  is 
situate  within  any  area  in  which  this  Act  is  adopted  shall  at 

all  reasonable  times  have  access  to  notices  of  births  received 

by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  this  Act,  or  to  any 
book  in  which  those  notices  may  be  recorded,  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  information  concerning  births  which  may  have 
occurred  in  his  sub-district. 

(5)  This  section  shall  apply  to  any  child  which  has  issued  forth  from 

its  mother  after  the  expiration  of  the  twenty-eighth  week  of 
pregnancy,  whether  alive  or  dead. 

(6)  Any  expenses  incurred  by  a local  authority  in  the  execution  of 

this  Act  shall  be  paid  as  part  of  the  expenses  of  that  authority 

in  the  execution  of  the  Acts  relating  to  public  health,  and  in 
the  case  of  a rural  district  council  shall  be  paid  as  general 
expenses. 

2. — (i)  A local  authority  may  by  resolution  adopt  this  Act  in  their 
area,  and  the  provisions  set  out  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act  shall  have 
effect  with  respect  to  the  resolution  of  adoption. 

(2)  A resolution  of  adoption  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  consent 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  has  been  obtained  thereto. 

(3)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  local  authority  by  whom  this  Act  is 
adopted,  as  soon  as  the  consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board  is 
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given  to  the  resolution  of  adoption,  to  bring  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
to  the  attention  of  all  medical  practitioners  and  midwives  practising  in 
their  area. 

(4)  In  this  Act,  the  expression  “local  authority”  means  the  council 
of  a borough  (including  the  council  of  a metropolitan  borough  and  the 
Mayor,  aldermen,  and  commons  of  the  city  of  London  in  common  council 
assembled),  and  the  council  of  an  urban  or  a rural  district,  and  the  council 
of  a county  (other  than  the  county  of  London)  who  may  adopt  the  Act 
either  for  their  whole  county  or  for  any  county  district  therein  : 

Provided  that — 

(a)  where  the  Act  is  adopted  by  the  council  of  a county  the  county 
medical  officer  of  health  shall  be  substituted  for  the  medical  officer 
of  health  of  the  district,  and  the  expenses  of  the  execution  of  the 
Act  shall  be  paid  as  general  county  expenses  or  special  county 
expenses,  as  the  case  requires  ; and 

(<^)  if,  where  the  Act  has  been  adopted  by  the  council  of  a county  for 
any  county  district,  the  Council  of  the  district,  or,  where  the  Act 
has  been  adopted  by  the  council  of  a county  district  for  their 
district,  the  council  of  the  county,  subsequently  apply  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  to  be  made  the  authority  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Act,  the  Board  may,  if  they  think  fit,  make  an  order  declaring 
that  the  Act  shall  take  effect  as  if  it  had  been  adopted  by  the 
council  of  the  county  district  instead  of  the  council  of  the  county, 
or  by  the  council  of  the  county  instead  of  the  council  of  the 
county  district,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  on  any  such  order 
being  made  the  Act  shall  take  effect  in  accordance  with  the  order. 

(5)  In  London,  the  medical  officer  of  health  of  every  metropolitan 
borough  (including  the  city  of  London)  in  which  this  Act  is  in  force  for 
the  time  being  shall  send  weekly  to  the  London  County  Council,  in  a 
form  prescribed  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  a list  of  all  notices  of 
birth  received  by  him  under  this  Act  during  the  past  week.

99‘28%,  and  70%  respectively  of  Cocoa  Nut  Oil,  and  were 
classified  as  doubtful.

I sample  of  Compound  Liquorice  Powder  contained  5^0  of 
AVheat  Flour  and  was  classified  as  doubtful.

I sample  of  Potassium  Chlorate  Lozenges  was  classified  as 
doubtful  as  this  should  have  been  labelled  Potassium  Chlorate 
d'abloids. 

I sample  of  Potted  Meat  contained  214%,  equal  to  15  grains 
per  lb.  of  Boric  Acid  preservative.  This  was  classified  as 
doubtful. 

I sample  of  Malt  Vinegar  showed  a deficiency  of  Phosphates 
and  Nitrogen  and  was  classified  as  dotibtful.

ADMINISTRATION. 

In  communicating  to  you  an  account  of  the  operations  of  the  Male 
Inspectorial  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  carried  out  during  the 
year,  I am  ]^eased  to  be  in  a position  to  say  that  I have  found  the 
Inspectors  diligent  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  although  the 
predominant  part  was  characterised  by  evidence  of  real  interest,  some 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  perform  their  work  with  a varying  degree  of 
efficiency  and  thoroughness. 

I have  steadily  continued  during  the  year  to  introduce  innovations 
for  departmental  reform  needful  for  a higher  standard  of  proficiency  in 
the  execution  of  inspectorial  duties. 
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The  department  has  suffered  a great  loss  by  the  sudden  decease  of 
Mr.  William  Hemingway,  the  vSenior  Meat  Inspector,  who  was  an 
exceedingly  capable  officer.  ]Mr.  W.  H.  T.  Bentley  was  appointed  to 
the  vacant  position. 


SANITARY  WORK. 

It  will  be  observed  that  an  extraordinary  effort  has  been  success- 
fully made  to  reduce  the  number  of  insanitary  Privies  and  Middens  in 
the  City,  by  replacing  them  with  Water  Closets  and  Dry  Ashes-pits  or 
Dust  Bins.  Moreover,  by  a continuous  and  systematic  inspection  of  the 
district — as  far  as  possible — a considerable  amount  of  work  was  effected 
productive  of  benefit  to  the  Public  Health.  To  this  particular  class  of 
sanitary  work  I attach  very  great  importance,  because  if  it  is 
efficiently  and  zealously  conducted  it  must  materially  enhance  the 
healthfulness  of  the  City — an  end  it  is  most  desirable  should  be  attained. 

HOUSK  TO  HOUSK  INSPECTION. 

Systematic  house  to  house  inspection  has  been  made  in  119  streets, 
specially  selected  for  the  purpose,  in  the  City  during  the  year,  com- 
prising 1214  houses. 

The  amount  of  work  accomplished  in  this  particular  branch  for  the 
detection  and  eradication  of  varied  forms  of  nuisances  falls  far  short  of 
my  aspirations,  as  I know  from  past  experience  that  the  benefits  derived 
by  the  Public  from  house  to  house  inspection  are  inestimable,  if  carried 
out  in  a proficient  manner. 

I believe,  however,  that  the  inspectors  devoted  as  much  time  as 
possible  to  this  work,  and  to  accomplish  better  results  more  time  would 
have  to  be  given,  which  would  interfere  materially  with  the  perform- 
ance of  other  work  quite  as  important  in  relative  value.

It  is  evident  from  records  of  the  past  two  years  that  a general  house 
to  house  inspection  of  the  greater  part  of  the  City  would  be  producti\'e 
of  a tremendous  amount  of  good  in  regard  to  Public  Health.  Under 
present  conditions  such  an  undertaking  would  cover  a period  of  a great 
number  of  years,  and  to  prevent  the  task  being  an  endless  one  the  staff 
of  inspectors  would  have  to  be  increased  for  this  particular  object  by 
temporary  assistance.

The  number  of  houses  found  to  be  overcrowded  was  g,  the  same 
number  as  in  1907  during  a similar  inspection. 

These  figures  are  not  reconcilable  with  the  statistics  computed  on 
the  census  of  1901,  which  placed  Bradford  sixth  on  the  list  of  large  towns 
of  England  as  regards  overcrowding.

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CElJvAR  DWELLINGS, 

The  inspection  of  these  dwellings  was  completed  at  the  close  of  the 
year  under  review. 

It  was  ascertained  that  there  were  for  occupation  170  Cellar 
Dwellings  and  316  Basement  Dwellings  below  street  level,  approached 
by  yard  and  passage,  which  do  not  classify  as  cellar  dwellings ; making 
a total  of  486. 

The  number  of  dwellings  let  for  occupation  and  considered  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation  through  insanitary  defects  was  51.  Being 
anxious  to  deal  with  them  without  further  delay,  I compiled  a report  on 
the  matter,  and  submitted  it  for  the  consideration  of  the  Health  Com- 
mittee before  completing  this  report.  By  the  directions  of  the  Health 
Committee  the  report  was  printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  the 
Committee  also  gave  instructions  for  the  necessary  steps  to  be  taken 
for  the  closing  of  the  insanitar}'-  dwellings  in  accordance  with  my 
suggestions. 

GENERAL  VISITATION. 

Before  departing  from  the  important  subject  of  House  Sanitation,  I 
must  say  that  the  particulars  given  in  regard  to  House  to  House  Inspec- 
tion are  a minute  delineation  of  the  work  performed  by  the  Inspectors 
in  respect  to  House  Visitation,  for  many  thousands  have  been  visited  in 
response  to  complaints  and  in  the  investigation  of  z3miotic  diseases. 

Special  attention  has  been  paid  more  especially  to  houses  in 
localities  inhabited  by  the  poorer  citizens,  who  by  force  of  circumstances 
or  otherwise  have  become  callous  to  and  disregard  the  necessity  for 
cleanliness,  and  where  landlords  allow  their  houses  to  lapse  into  a dis- 
reputable state  of  repair. 

The  Women  Inspectors  should  have  credit  for  reporting  the  following 
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defects  in  sanitation  to  my  department,  to  be  dealt  with  during  the 
year.  With  slight  exceptions  the  defects  have  been  remedied.

RECONSTRUCTION  AND  CONVERSION  OF  PRIVIES 
AND  MIDDENS  INTO  WATER  CLOSETS 
AND  DRY  ASHES  PITS. 

During  the  year  989  notices  have  been  served  to  provide  water  closet^ 
in  respect  to  3612  houses,  and  59  notices  in  respect  to  57  factories  and 
workshops. 

1932  water  closets  have  actually  been  erected  for  houses,  and  254 
for  factories  and  workshops,  making  a total  of  2186.  A considerable 
number  of  water  closets  were  in  course  of  construction  at  the  end  of  the 


year. 


The  disparity  in  the  figures  quoted  above  is  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  where  one  privy  has  hitherto  served  the  purpose  for  eveiy-  two 
small  houses,  the  Corporation  do  not  insist  upon  the  erection  of  one 
water  closet  for  each  house. 

In  default  of  compliance  with  notices  served  to  convert  or  reconstruct 
privies  into  water  closets,  magisterial  proceedings  were  taken  against 
38  offenders. 

In  8 cases  fines  were  inflicted,  and  the  notices  were  re-served. 

Thirty  cases  were  withdrawn  on  payments  of  costs.

As  in  many  other  towns,  the  house  drainage  system,  in  general,  in 
this  City,  is  in  direct  communication  with  the  public  sewer,  and  is  not 
adapted  for  absolutely  reliable  drain  testing.  In  testing  drains  under 
such  conditions,  negative  results  are  no  proof  that  drains  are  sound, 
because  the  test  being  governed  by  atmospheric  conditions,  it  cannot 
be  confined  to  the  drain,  and  loses  its  power  by  escaping  into  the 
public  sewer. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  I gave  instructions  for  all  house  drains 
to  be  tested  where  typhoid  fever  and  diphtheria  were  notified  to  exist, 
as  such  a practice  had  not  hitherto  been  generally  adopted  by  the 
vSanitary  Inspectors. 
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Of  the  429  house  drains  tested,  142  were  found  defective,  viz.  : —

It  has  been  recognised  for  many  years  past  that  defective  drainage  is 
an  important  factor  in  the  propagation  of  the  diseases  mentioned,  and 
the  cause  is  variably  attributed  thereto. 


The  usefulness  and  wisdom  of  testing  house  drains  after  infectious 
disease  was  clearly  demonstrated  during  the  year  on  the  Ripley  Estate. 


Owing  to  reports  of  the  District  Inspector  on  house  drainage,  I 
submitted  a Report  to  the  Health  Committee  on  the  whole  of  the 
drainage  in  connection  with  the  houses  in  Ripley  Terrace,  vSaville  Street, 
Sloane  Street,  Vere  Street,  Merton  Street,  Linton  Street,  and  Ellen 
Street,  comprising  197  houses.  The  following  is  an  abstract  of  my 
report  : — 


“ Owing  to  several  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  and  Diph- 
theria occurring  on  this  estate,  I instructed  the  Inspectors  to  test 
the  house  drains  of  the  whole  estate,  with  the  result  that  the  drains 
were  found  defective  in  the  cellars  of  upwards  of  70  houses. 

50  houses  are  unoccupied,  and  the  Inspectors  were  unable  to  apply 
the  tesf* to  the  drains  of  the  premises.  . . . Many  years  ago 

water  closets  existed  in  the  cellars  of  the  houses  on  this  estate,  and 
at  the  instigation  of  the  Corporation  they  were  abolished  and  privies 
provided  in  the  yards.  It  is  reasonable  to  presume  that  all  the  old 
drains  were  not  properly  disconnected  from  the  Public  Sewer ; in 
fact  the  old  drains  which  pass  under  the  cellars  of  Nos.  37  to  59, 
Sloane  Street,  and  37  to  61  Saville  Street,  are  yet  in  use,  as  they 
receive  the  waste  water  from  the  slop  sinks  which  are  fitted  in  the 
basements.  It  is  important  that  the  old  drains  should  be  removed 
from  under  the  cellars  of  Nos.  37  to  61  Saville  Street  and  4 Linton 
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vStreet,  The  natural  way  to  drain  the  houses  is  into  Saville  vStreet, 
but  there  is  no  sewer  in  that  street.  There  is,  however,  a sewer 
running  longitudinally  at  the  rear  of  Saville  Street,  but  it  is  not 
deep  enough  to  drain  the  slop  sinks  in  the  basements.  The  same 
remark  applies  to  the  houses  in  vSloane  vStreet,  but  there  is  no  sewer 
there.  If  it  were  possible  it  would  be  better  to  remove  the  slop 
sinks  and  refix  them  on  the  ground  floors,  but  in  the  whole  of  these 
houses  there  are  underground  kitchens  occupied  by  the  various 
tenants,  and  it  is  necessary  that  the  sinks  should  be  retained  in  their 
present  positions.” 


” I must  also  point  out  that  90%  of  the  rain  water  fall  pipes, 
which  are  very  numerous,  are  directly  connected  with  the  Public 
vSewer,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  there  are  dormer  windows  on  the 
roofs  of  the  bedrooms  into  which  sewer  gas  escapes  when  the  windows 
are  open.” 


” In  a large  number  of  cases  there  are  un trapped  drain  openings 
to  receive  surface  water  from  the  front  3’ard  pavings,  which  also 
need  amendment.” 


“ Notices  have  been  served  upon  the  Estate  Agent  to  amend 
the  drainage  in  vSloane  Street,  and  I have  met  him  on  the  estate 
and  discussed  the  matter.  He  said  that  he  could  not  move  in  the 
matter  until  the  Cor])oration  constructed  a sewer  at  sufiicient  depth 
to  effectualE’  drain  the  houses.” 

“ The  acconipan^fing  plan  shows  the  course  of  the  drainage.” 

” I beg  to  ask  your  instructions  on  the  matter.” 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Street,  Drainage,  and  M^orks  Com- 
mittee, which  led  to  a conference  between  the  Cit}^  Surve^mr,  nn^self, 
and  the  Estate  Agent.  SubsequentE^  arrangements  were  made  between 
the  Committee  and  the  Agent  for  the  Corporation  to  proceed  with  the 
work.

At  the  time  of  eompleting  this  report,  a section  of  the  Estate  had 
been  re-sewered  and  drained,  as  shown  on  the  plan  of  the  estate  prepared 
by  Inspector  Horsfall. 

DRAINAGE. 

Apart  from  defects  discovered  in  house  drains  by  testing,  as  a result 
of  complaints  made  to  the  department  by  citizens,  a large  number  have 
been  found  to  be  very  defective  and  quite  unlit  to  connect  with  new 
water  closets.  Such  instances  have  almost  invariably  led  to  an  entire 
reconstruction  of  the  drainage  S3^stem. 

Unfortunatehy  owing  to  the  laxit}^  of  proper  supervision  of  the 
drainage  of  comparatively  new  houses,  evidence  of  scamped  and  bad 
workmanship  is  found  too  often  b^^  the  vSanitary  Inspectors. 

I venture  to  sa^^  that  the  Building  Bye-laws  of  this  City  in  regard 
to  drainage  matters  are  such  as  should  not  satisfy  an^"  authority^  of  a 
well  governed  community,  and  the  sooner  they  are  amended  the  better. 
I would  point  out  that  whilst  the  existing  regulations  are  in  operation, 
I am  prevented  from  insisting  upon  drainage  work  being  carried  out  in 
a proper  and  thorough  manner. 

The  remark  applies  with  equal  force  to  the  testing  of  new  drainage 
work.  Although  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  adopt  the  recognised  method 
in  the  City^  for  ascertaining  whether  the  work  is  sound  before  it  is  covered 
up,  the  so-termed  test  must  be  regarded  as  a iaree,  and  one  likely  to  give 
an  unreliable  result. 

I would  point  out  the  great  necessity  of  the  “ h\xlraulic  test  ” being 
applied  generally  to  all  newly-laid  drains,  in  order  that  a definite  and 
reliable  result  can  be  obtained — a course  I am  unable  to  pursue,  as  it  is 
not  preseribed  b^^  the  Building  Regulations  of  the  Cit\a 

Numerous  cases  could  be  quoted  of  fairty^  recent  date  to  prove  that 
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reform  in  the  Regulations  relating  to  drainage  work  is  an  urgent  and 
absolute  necessity  for  the  benefit  of  the  citizens,  and  to  saddle  responsi- 
bility on  those  officials  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  such  work. 

Perhaps  I ought  to  give  a single  illustration  in  support  of  my 
remarks,  and  refer  to  the  drainage  system  of  \'ery  good  class  houses  in 
a main  street  of  the  City.  Upwards  of  i8  houses  were  found  to  be 
insanitar}"  from  defective  drainage,  which  in  man\’  instances  allowed 
sewer  gas  to  enter  the  premises. 

Unfortunatehg  in  man}*  cases,  the  defects  were  not  discovered  until 
after  infectious  disease  was  notified  to  exist  in  the  houses. 

The  houses  in  question  have  been  built  within  the  past  few  years, 
and  have  separate  systems  of  drainage. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

TRIPE  BQIUERS^  PREMISES. 

These  premises  have  been  under  constant  supervision  by  the 
Inspectors,  and  during  the  year  considerable  alterations  have  been 
effected  to  improve  their  sanitary  condition  in  general  in  respect  to 
drainage,  lighting,  and  ventilation. 

HILU  CREST  OIL  WORKS. 

The  initiative  measures  taken  by  the  Council  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  Iviniited  Company  of  these  \Wrks  from  creating  a nuisance 
by  emitting  bad  smells — which  have  been  a source  of  annoyance  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  vicinity  for  the  past  two  or  three  years — from  their 
works,  were  not  made  absolute  during  the  year. 

The  proceedings  were  stayed  at  the  request  of  the  Company,  who 
intimated  that  they  wished  to  carry  out  extensive  improvements  to 
endeavour  to  abate  the  nuisance. 
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Although  an  apparatus  was  fixed  for  the  treating  of  the  gases  evolved 
in  the  distillation  of  the  grease,  and  filter  l)eds  constructed  to  receive  all 
efiiuents  before  passing  into  the  public  sewer,  the  nuisance  yet  remains, 
and  at  times  it  is  quite  as  bad  as  ever. 

In  consequence  it  became  necessary  for  the  Health  Committee  to 
recommend  the  Council  to  proceed  with  the  case.

PUBLIC  URINALS  AND  UNDERGROUND 

LAVATORIES. 

The  number  of  public  urinals  within  the  City  is  61. 

At  the  instigation  of  the  Health  Committee  an  Underground 
Lavatory  for  ladies  has  been  constructed  in  Rawson  Square,  similar  in 
principle  to  the  one  in  Town  Hall  Square. 

Repairs  are  made  when  and  where  necessary  to  the  various  urinals 
and  lavatories  throughout  the  City.  These,  along  with  frequent  inspec- 
tions by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  are  the  means  whereby  the  conveni- 
ences have  been  kept  in  a cleanly  and  sanitary  condition. 

SUMMARY  OF  SANITABY  INSPECTOR’S  WORK. 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  made  128,760  inspec 
tions  and  visits  for  the  investigation  and  suppression  of  nuisances. 

The  total  number  of  nuisances  reported  amounted  to  13,907. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  nature  and  amount  of  work  done 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year.  It  will  be  observed  by 
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referring  to  the  summary  set  out  iu  previous  years  that  this  one  contains 
more  details.  The  work  performed  is  now  classified  under  various 
headings.  It  is  therefore  impossible  to  give  a comparison  with  work 
performed  in  previous  years.

The  number  of  statutory  notices  served  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  was  5207. 

For  non-compliance  with  the  requirements  of  notices  served,  48 
cases  were  heard  before  the  City  ^Magistrates,  with  the  following 
results  In  14  cases  the  defendants  were  fined  a total  amount  of 
£S  15s.  6d.,  and  costs  amounting  to  £4  iis.  od.  ; 28  cases  were  with- 
drawn on  payment  of  costs  totalling  £5,  and  promise  to  do  work  ; 3 
cases  were  withdrawn  without  costs  ; and  3 dismissed  on  payment  of 
costs,  9s.  Total  amount  of  penalties  and  costs  inflicted,  £18  15s.  6d. 

SMOKE  NUISANCE. 

The  number  of  notices  served  for  the  abatement  of  Smoke  Nuisance 
during  the  year  was  68,  these  being  served  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  HealtJi  Act,  1875. 

In  respect  to  these  notices  38  cases  were  heard  before  the  City 
Justices  and  dealt  with  as  follows  : — 

In  28  cases  lines  for  non-compliance  with  justices’  orders  were 
inflicted  amounting  to  £10  i8s.  od.,  together  with  costs  £10  los.  od. 


In  9 cases  orders  were  made  requiring  the  abatement  of  the 
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nuisance  within  periods  varying  from  fourteen  days  to  two  months,  and 
costs  amounting  to  £4  14s.  6d.  were  imposed. 

Although  the  maximum  penalty  is  los.  and  7s.  costs,  the  fines 
inflicted  varied  from  as  low  as  3s.  upwards. 

One  case  was  withdrawn  on  the  suggestion  of  the  vStipendiary 
Magistrate. 

The  total  amount  of  penalties  and  costs  amounted  to  £26  2S.  6d. 

During  the  year  the  following  firms  have  added  additional  boilers  to 
their  steam  plants,  and  have  also  fixed  mechanical  stokers  and  other 
appliances  to  boilers  for  the  purpose  of  minimising  smoke  nuisance. 

O.  Garnett  & Sons,  Ltd.,  Manufacturers  and  Dyers,  Valley  Mills, 
have  added  a Babcock  *S:  Wilcock,  Ttd.,  tubular  boiler,  a new 
economiser,  and  made  alterations  to  the  flues,  at  a cost  exceeding  £2000. 

Joseph  Baxter  & Sons,  Dyers,  have  installed  induced  draught 
appliances. 

B.  Thornton,  Ltd.,  Manufacturers,  xTlbion  Mill,  Idle,  have  had  the 
Auto-stoker  fixed  to  a boiler,  and  can  boast  of  an  almost  smokeless 
chimney. 


The  Barkerend  Mills  Co.  (late  Win.  Garnett  & Co.),  Barkerend  Road, 
have  made  structural  alterations,  fixed  new  economisers,  and 
mechanical  appliances  to  their  boilers,  at  a cost  exceeding  £8000. 

vSwithiii  Anderton  & wSons,  Ltd.,  Peel  Street,  have  replaced  their 
low-pressure  plant  with  three  boilers,  30ft  by  8ft,  with  new  move- 
able  grate  bars  and  economisers,  at  a cost  exceeding  £2000. 
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The  smoke  nuisance  is  not  now  so  prevalent  as  in  former  3’ears,  but 
the  grit  nuisance  has  materially  increased  owing  to  many  steam  users 
stoking  with  fuel  known  as  “ smudge  ” and  small  slack.” 

The  Inspector  has  made  650  visits  to  steam  users  during  the  year, 
and  by  this  supervision  has  prevented  many  offences. 

The  Bradford  Dyers’  Association,  Btd.,  have  erected  an  electric 
power  station  at  Thornton  Road,  taking  the  current  in  bulk  from  the 
Corporation  Electricity  Department,  and  distributing  same  to  run 
machinery  at  their  various  branches  in  the  Thornton  Road  district. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  registered  Common  I^odging  Houses  in  the  City  is 
35,  this  being  the  same  as  last  year. 

These  35  houses  contain  178  rooms  for  sleeping  purposes,  and  are 
registered  to  accommodate  1736  lodgers. 

According  to  the  weekly  returns  sent  in  by  the  Lodging  House 
Keepers,  462,030  persons  were  accommodated  during  the  year,  a 
nightly  average  of  1286.  From  these  figures  it  has  been  estimated  that 
there  are  at  least  450  beds  empty  each  night  in  the  Common  I^odging 
Houses  throughout  the  City. 

Considerable  sanitary  improvements  have  been  effected  at  several 
of  these  places,  amongst  which  may  be  mentioned  the  following 

At  2 Baptist  Place. — Two  additional  w.c.s  have  been  added  ; 5 new 
lavatory  bowls  provided,  together  with  a new  sink  (to  enable  the  lodgers 
to  wash  their  underclothing  if  desired)  ; and  several  other  items  have  been 
attended  to. 

At  35  Pine  Street. — New  cubicles,  consisting  of  pieces  of  corrugated 
sheet  iron  fixed  into  a suitable  wooden  framework,  have  been  constructed, 
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these  being  an  improvement  on  the  canvas  screens  which  previously 
existed.  The  whole  premises  have  also  been  re-painted. 

At  22  Pine  vStreet. — The  system  of  ventilation  has  been  improved, 
and  several  other  necessary  repairs  carried  out. 

At  22  Sackville  Street. — These  premises  were  entirely  renovated,  the 
doors,  windows,  walls,  and  ceilings  being  repaired,  a new  sink  provided 
for  the  convenience  of  the  lodgers,  and  the  premises  painted  throughout. 

In  accordance  with  the  recjuirements  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
vSection  82,  the  whole  of  the  lodging  house  keepers  within  the  City  were 
served  wdth  notices  as  to  the  cleansing  and  limewashing  of  their  premises 
at  the  intervals  stated  in  that  section.  In  every  case  the  requirements 
of  the  notice  were  complied  with. 

During  the  year  applications  for  change  of  keeper  at  dve  lodging 
houses  within  the  City  have  been  granted  by  your  Committee.

The  houses  let  in  lodgings  at  34,  38,  and  42  Wapping  Road,  and  i 
Wapping  Street,  have  been  converted  into  ordinary  dwelling  houses  ; 
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the  house  formerly  let  in  lodgings  at  2 Craven  Street,  has  been 
demolished  ; and  the  four  houses  let  in  lodgings  situate  at  i,  2,  3,  and 
8 North  Court,  have  been  elosed  as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

CANAL  BOATS.

During  the  year  your  Committee  deemed  it  necessary  to  institute 

legal  proceedings  against  8 offenders  for  breaches  of  the  Canal  Boat 
L 
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Acts,  viz.,  I case  for  using  an  unregistered  boat  as  a dwelling  ; 4 cases 
for  failing  to  produce  certificate  of  registration  when  required  ; 2 cases 
of  overcrowding  ; and  i case  on  three  indictments  (a)  failing  to  produce 
certificate,  (b)  not  having  water  cask  on  board,  (c)  filthy  condition  of 
cabin.  Fines  were  inflicted  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  £1  i6s.  od., 
together  with  £2  ys.  od.  costs. 

With  regard  to  the  remainder  of  the  offences  mentioned  in  the  fore- 
going list,  notices  were  served  on  the  respective  owners  requiring  them 
to  execute  the  necessary  repairs.  In  every  case  the  requirements  of 
the  Acts  and  Regulations  were  complied  with. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  infectious  diseases  on  canal  boats 
notified  during  the  year. 

At  present  there  are  no  boats  on  the  register  of  this  Authority. 

H.M.  Inspector  of  Canal  Boats,  in  making  his  annual  inspection  of 
the  books  relating  to  this  particular  branch  of  administration,  expressed 
his  satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  the  work  was  carried  out. 


INSPECTION  OF  MEAT,  SLAUGHTER-HOUSES,  POTTED 
MEAT  AND  SAUSAGE  MANUFACTORIES. 

During  the  year  three  seizures  of  unsound  and  diseased  meat  were 
made  by  the  Junior  ^leat  Inspector  (Mr.  Raistrick)  ; in  each  instance 
it  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  food  and  ordered  to  be  destroyed 
by  a magistrate’s  order.

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  four  persons. 


In  the  first  instance  the  Inspector  saw  the  animal  driven  into  the 
abattoir.  He  kept  observation  until  the  animal  had  been  slaughtered 
and  promptly  made  the  seizure  directly  after  the  carcase  had  been 
dressed.  The  carcase  was  very  emaciated  and  badly  affected  with 
tubercular  disease ; in  fact,  such  a specimen  of  the  disease  is  seldom  seen. 

The  animal  had  been  consigned  from  Leeds  to  a butcher  in  this 
City,  but  its  rightful  place  was  the  knacker  yard. 

The  consignor — a cattle  dealer — was  prosecuted  and  fined  £io  and 
ps.  6d.  costs. 

In  the  second  case  the  Inspector,  in  company  with  Inspector 
Bentley,  visited  a farm  situate  on  the  boundary  of  the  City,  and  found 
the  carcase  of  a cow  dressed  and  hanging  in  premises  on  the  farm.  The 
carcase  bore  unmistakable  signs  of  disease  consistent  with  milk  fever, 
and  slaughter  must  have  taken  place  whilst  the  animal  was  in  a mori- 
bund condition. 

The  farmer  was  prosecuted,  and  his  defence  was  that  he  intended  to 
call  in  the  Inspector  before  he  disposed  of  the  carcase.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  two  days  had  elapsed  between  the  slaughter  and  seizure.  The 
magistrate,  however,  considered  that  the  defendant  acted  in  ignorance 
and  dismissed  the  case. 

In  the  third  case  the  Inspector  found  the  boned  beef  hung  up  in  a 
slaughterhouse.  It  transpired  that  it  had  been  sent  there  by  a farmer 
living  about  one  and  a-half  miles  away. 

The  butcher  denied  ownership  of  the  meat  and  all  knowledge  as  to 
how  it  came  to  be  in  his  slaughterhouse. 


After  taking  charge  of  the  meat,  the  Inspector  went  to  the  farm  in 
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question  and  seized  a further  quantity  of  meat,  portions  of  the  same 
carcase  “ boned  out.” 

The  circumstances  were  suggestive  of  collusion  between  the  butcher 
and  farmer,  and  both  were  prosecuted,  with  two  indictments  against 
the  farmer. 

Before  the  magistrates  the  butcher  denied  ownership  of  the  meat 
and  all  knowledge  as  to  how  it  came  to  be  in  his  slaughterhouse.  After 
a lengthy  hearing  the  magistrates  dismissed  the  case  against  the  butcher. 
He  was  not,  however,  so  fortunate  on  a previous  occasion,  when  he  was 
fined  £5  for  being  in  possession  of  diseased  meat. 

The  farmer  admitted  taking  the  meat  to  the  slaughterhouse,  and  he 
was  convicted  and  lined  £5  and  costs. 

In  the  second  prosecution,  that  of  having  diseased  meat  deposited 
on  his  farm,  the  magistrates  on  the  bench— four  in  number — were  equally 
divided  in  opinion  as  to  whether  the  meat  was  intended  for  human  con- 
sumption, and  the  case  was  dismissed. 

For  what  purpose  the  farmer  acts  as  agent  for  a knacker  in  the  City 
is  difficult  to  understand. 

In  all  cases  where  a seizure  of  unsound  or  diseased  food  stuffs  is  made, 
the  article  is  invariably  submitted  for  the  inspection  of  the  i\ledical 
Officer  of  Health,  prior  to  a magistrate’s  order  being  sought. 

During  the  year  the  iMeat  Inspectors  have  examined  the  carcases  and 
internal  organs  of  1065  animals.  Of  these  293  were  condemned  as  being 
wholly  unfit  for  human  food,  and  the  remainder  were  partially  con- 
demned. The  carcases  or  affected  parts  were  surrendered  and  after- 
wards destroyed  in  the  presence  of  the  Inspectors.  A quantity  of 
internal  organs  were  also  surrendered  and  destroyed.

The  number  of  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  City  is  47  ; 33  of 
these  are  registered  under  the  old  regulations,  and  14  are  subject  to 
annual  licence.  These  premises  have  been  visited  by  the  Inspectors  on 
1496  occasions. 


2024  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  where  sausage  and  potted 
meat  are  prepared  for  sale. 
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515  visits  have  been  paid  to  butchers’  shops  on  Sunday  mornings, 
and  on  each  occasion  the  goods  exposed  for  sale  were  found  to  be  sound 
and  satisfactory. 

The  Public  Abattoirs  and  Rawson  Place  Market  have  been  visited 
daily. 

The  meat  supplied  to  the  Fever  Hospital  and  Pinion  Workhouse  has 
been  inspected  weekly  and  found  to  be  of  good  quality. 

One  case  of  Anthrax  in  cattle  was  discovered  by  the  Inspectors  during 
the  year  and  particulars  were  forwarded  to  the  Police. 


INSPECTION  OF  FISH,  GAME,  POULTRY,  FRUIT, 

AND  VEGETABLES. 

The  following  record  of  work  performed  under  this  heading  during 
the  year  again  reflects  much  credit  on  the  Inspector  (Mr.  Driver.) 

Daily  inspections  were  made  of  St.  James’s  and  Rawson  Place 
Markets  on  market  days.  395  entries  were  made  in  the  application 
books  by  stall-holders  at  the  respective  markets  for  the  Inspector  to 
examine  articles  of  food.  In  385  instances  he  condemned  the  articles  in 
question,  and  they  were  surrendered  and  subsequently  destroyed. 

On  77  occasions  the  Inspector  found  fish  and  other  articles  of  diet 
intended  for  human  food  to  be  of  a questionable  character  as  regards 
wholesomeness. 

During  the  year  538  visits  were  made  to  Fish,  Game,  and  Poultry 
Dealers’  premises. 


EXAMINATION  OF  FOOD  STUFFS  ABOVE  MENTIONED  IN 


GENERAE. 

One  sample  each  of  foreign  cockles  and  mussels  were  submitted  to 
the  City  Analyst  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  they  were  found 
infected  with  bacillus  coli,  despite  the  fact  that  a certificate  of  whole- 
someness was  sent  with  the  consignment.  Steps  were  at  once  taken  to 
prevent  any  being  sold  from  the  same  source.  The  importer  at  the 
coast  was  communicated  with,  and  he  took  prompt  measures  to  prevent 
any  more  being  sent  into  the  City  from  the  infected  beds.  The  result 
obtained  illustrates  the  great  importance  of  submitting  specimens  of 
shell  fish  from  time  to  time  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Neither  the  total  weight  nor  quantity  of  the  food  examined  by  the 
Inspector  can  be  estimated  for  the  year.  It  must,  however,  have  been 
enormous,  because  no  less  than  64  tons  of  unsound  food  was  consigned 
to  the  cells  of  the  Refuse  Destructors  in  the  City  at  his  instigation.

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  20  cases  ; convictions  were  recorded 
in  16  cases,  2 were  dismissed  on  payment  of  costs,  and  2 were  dismissed 
unconditionally. 

In  two  cases  the  circumstances  did  not  warrant  magisterial  proceed- 
ings being  taken.  The  vendors  were,  however,  cautioned. 

In  five  of  the  cases  proceedings  were  taken  under  vSection  28  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  against  offenders  for  selling 
unsound  food,  this  involving  two  indictments  in  four  instances. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  invariably  present  when  a Justice 
of  the  Peace  condemns  the  article  seized,  as  his  testimony  in  the  Police 
Court  in  support  of  any  proceedings  taken  is  of  great  value. 

Particulars  relative  to  the  articles  seized  and  result  of  the  prosecu- 
tions are  given  under  the  heading  “ Seizures  and  Prosecutions.”

FISH  CURING  YARDS. 


During  the  year  263  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Fish  Curing  Yards. 
The  sanitary  condition  of  these  premises  has  been  much  improved  during 
the  year.  By  request  8572  bloaters  were  examined  on  the  premises  and 
found  unfit  for  human  food.  The  owners  agreed  to  surrender  them  and 
they  were  subsequently  destroyed. 


INSPECTION  OF  FRIED  FISH  SHOPS. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  328  Fried  Fish  Shops  in  the  City. 

During  the  year  the  Inspector  (Mr.  Driver)  made  622  visits  and 
reports  “ that  the  fish  used  for  frying  was  found  to  be  of  good  quality.” 
It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  no  unsound  fish  was  found  on  any  shop 
premises  during  the  period. 

The  Inspector  rightly  complains  of  the  condition  under  which  fish 
and  potatoes  are  both  stored  and  prepared  for  human  food  by  a large 
number  of  vendors  in  the  City,  and  of  the  necessity  for  legislative  power 
to  properly -control  the  trade. 

I have  visited  a large  number  of  shops  at  the  instigation  of  the 
Inspector  and  witnessed  fish  and  potatoes  being  cleaned  in  dark  cellars 
void  of  ventilation  and  without  proper  means  of  drainage  and  water 
supply,  in  stables  and  outhouses  in  close  proximity  to  privy  middens, 
and  other  places  totally  unfit  for  such  a purpose. 

Needless  to  say  prompt  action  was  taken  in  each  instance  to  stop 
the  vendors  from  using  such  ill-adapted  and  insanitary  places  for  the 


preparation  of  these  articles  of  food,  and  I may  safely  say  that  great 
efforts  have  been  effectually  made  to  improve  the  general  sanitary  con- 
dition of  numerous  fish  frying  premises. 

In  justice  to  the  trade  I may  say  that  by  a large  number  of 
shopkeepers  in  this  City  the  business  is  carried  out  on  the  best  of 
hygienic  principles. 

ICE  CREAM  MANUFACTURE. 

During  the  year  the  Inspector  (Mr.  Driver)  made  771  visits  to 
premises  where  ice  cream  is  manufactured  and  stored. 

The  untiring  energy  he  has  displayed  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
more  especially  in  respect  to  foreign  manufacturers  in  the  City,  is  most 
pleasing  ; numerous  visits  were  made  on  vSunday  mornings  and  holidays. 

The  Inspector  reports : The  worst  offenders  are  the  low-class  Italian 
manufacturers,  many  of  whom  have  no  idea  what  cleanliness  means. 
It  is  a common  occurrence  to  find  ice  cream  being  made  and  stored  in 
dirty,  overcrowded  rooms  in  houses.  On  several  occasions  ice  cream, 
sour  and  foul  smelling  and  unfit  for  human  consumption,  has  been 
destroyed  at  my  instigation.” 

It  is  evident  that  these  foreigners  disregard  all  instructions  and 
ad\dce  gi\'en  by  the  Inspector  ; the}^  even  ignored  letters  of  caution 
sent  by  the  Town  Clerk,  which  were  posted  to  several  of  the  worst 
offenders  by  instructions  of  the  Health  Committee. 

On  the  reports  of  the  Inspector  legal  proceedings  were  instituted 
against  seven  offenders,  with  the  result  that  the  maximum  penalty  of 
£2,  as  provided  by  the  City  bye-laws,  was  imposed  in  four  cases,  with 
costs.  The  most  flagrant  features  of  the  cases  were  : — Ice  cream  found 
stored  in  filthy  and  foul-smelling  rooms,  with  swarms  of  flies ; stored  in 
a stable  ; vermin  found  in  the  cream  ; sack  fouled  with  horse  manure 
covering  cream,  etc. 


The  results  of  the  prosecutions  caused  quite  a scare  in  the  Italian 
quarters  of  the  City,  and  for  a time  they  made  efforts  to  conduct  their 
trade  on  more  sanitary  lines,  but  these  efforts  have  since  relaxed,  and 
at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  further  prosecutions  were  about  to 
follow.

During  the  year  17  seizures  of  unsound  fish,  rabbits,  etc.,  have  been 
made  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  Section  117.  Proceedings

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Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  Section  28,  for  selling  unsound  food  stuffs.

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OPERATIONS  UNDER  THE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS 

ACTS. 

During  the  year  720  samples  of  P'ood  and  Drugs  were  submitted  to 
the  City  Analyst  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Inspector  (Mr.  Warrington). 

Of  these,  675  have  been  certified  ])y  the  x\nalyst  as  genuine  and  45 
as  adulterated  or  doubtful,  particulars  of  which  are  set  out  in  tabular 
form  on  pp.  160-4. 

In  18  cases  the  offenders  were  summoned  before  the  Justices  for 
adulterations  ; penalties  and  costs  amounting  to  £23  15s.  were  inflicted  ; 
one  person  for  refusal  to  sell  was  summoned  before  the  magistrates,  and 
after  being  cautioned  the  case  was  dismissed  on  payment  of  costs. 

Twenty  milk  vessels  were  found  not  properly  inscribed  according  to 
the  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  With  the  exception  of 
one  person,  all  rectified  the  omission  immediately  it  was  pointed  out  ; 
in  the  other  case  proceedings  were  taken,  and  a fine,  including  costs,  of 
IIS.  was  inflicted. 

The  Inspector,  assisted  by  Inspector  Driver,  also  made  three  seizures 
of  unsound  preserved  fruit  from  two  jam  factories.  The  fruit,  plus 
maggots,  flies,  etc.,  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  food  in  each 
instance  by  a Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  was  destroyed.  Magisterial 
proceedings  followed. 

The  facts  in  relation  to  the  first  case  had  no  comparison  with 
the  second  case.  Further,  the  business  in  general  appeared  to  be 
conducted  on  more  cleanly  and  hygienic  principles.  Having  regard 
to  the  whole  of  the  circumstances — the  small  amount  of  unsound 
fruit  found  on  the  premises  compared  with  the  stock,  and  the 
evidence  for  the  defence — the  magistrates  dismissed  the  case.

In  regard  to  the  second  case — a most  flagrant  one — the  seizures 
consisted  of  two  lots  of  preserved  fruit— strictly  speaking,  boiled 
and  partly  sugared  fruit  pulp — of  51  jars  and  35  jars  respectively, 
and  estimated  to  weigh  9 cwts.  The  jars  in  question  were  stored 
in  the  basement  of  the  premises,  and  were  not  provided  with  covers 
to  protect  their  contents  from  dust  and  other  forms  of  aerial  con- 
tamination. Moreover,  the  jars  were  encrusted  with  dirt,  and 
innumerable  flies  and  maggots  adhered  to  both  the  inside  and 
outside  of  the  jars  ; they  were  also  present  in  the  pulp. 

After  a lengthy  hearing,  the  magistrates  convicted  the  offender, 
and  fines  and  costs  were  imposed  amounting  to  ^'15  19s. 

The  Inspector  is  also  deserving  of  commendation  for  the  useful  work 
he  accomplished  in  the  examination  of  fish,  game,  and  fruit,  in  the 
absence  of  Inspector  Driver.  The  amount  of  such  food  stuffs  surrendered 
to  him  is  included  in  the  table  under  such  heading.

Of  the  29  samples  thus  submitted  for  analysis  19  were  sent  by  one 
grocer. 

Considering  the  advantages  to  be  derived  by  grocers  and  milk 
vendors  in  protecting  themselves  from  havdng  inferior  articles  foisted 
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upon  them  by  unscrupulous  consignors,  it  is  astonishing  that  in  a city 
like  Bradford  so  few  considered  it  advisable  during  the  year  to  satisfy 
themselves  by  analysis  that  they  were  selling  articles  up  to  the  standard 
prescribed  by  law. 

I am  inclined  to  think  that  it  is  not  generally  known  outside  the 
Grocers’  Association  that  any  article  of  food  can  be  submitted  to  the 
City  Analyst  for  analysis,  through  the  Health  Department,  at  a nominal 
cost  of  2S.  6d. 

\^endors  should  wake  up,  and  not  have  too  much  confidence  in  the 
consignor,  and  guard  their  integrity  of  purpose  by  ascertainii^g  in  this 
manner  whether  they  are  supplying  to  the  public  an  article  of  standard 
value,  and  thus  prevent  themselves  being  caught  napping  by  the  Food 
and  Drug  Inspector. 

DAIRIES  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  at  present  514  retail  milk  vendors  registered  and  residing 
within  the  City,  comprising  the  following  : — 

Cowkeepers  and  retailers  . . . . . . . . 231 

Retailers  only,  from  their  homes  and  in  the  streets  161 

Milkshops,  including  dairies,  confectioners’  and  small 

grocers’  shops,  and  restaurants  . . . . . . 122 

The  milk  supply  of  Bradford  is  supplemented  by  about  132  cow- 
keepers  from  beyond  the  City  boundary,  who  send  milk  into  the  City  ; 
71  by  rail  and  61  by  road. 

37  milk  vendors  were  found  to  be  unregistered,  but  they  have  since 
made  application  and  been  enrolled. 

In  all  63  milk  purveyors  have  been  registered  during  the  year. 


693  milk  shops  and  milk  dealers’  premises  have  been  visited  during 
the  year  by  the  Inspector  (Mr.  Warrington). 

On  his  report  proceedings  were  taken  against  three  milk  dealers  for 
failing  to  observe  the  regulations  in  operation  in  the  City  in  regard  to 
cleanliness,  more  especially  in  respect  to  the  cleanliness  of  milk  utensils. 
Penalties  and  costs  were  inflicted  amounting  to  £y  iis. 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  milk  and  milk  vessels  coming  into 
the  City  by  rail  or  otherwise  from  beyond  the  City  boundary^  and 
numerous  samples  have  been  taken  by  the  Inspector  at  the  place  of 
delivery  for  analysis  ; six  of  these  samples  were  found  to  be  heavily 
adulterated,  and  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  farmer  in  each 
case,  resulting  in  penalties  and  costs  amounting  to  £16.

COWSHEDS. 


The  year  under  review  is  the  first  to  afford  record  of  work  performed 
by  an  Inspector  of  Cowsheds  and  other  farm  premises  in  the  City, 
exclusive  of  other  work. 

As  anticipated,  the  appointment  of  such  an  Inspector  has  proved  a 
much  needed  acquisition  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  and 
the  amount  of  valuable  work  performed  during  the  year — although  in 
its  initial  stages — for  the  better  housing  of  dairy  cows  and  for  the  pro- 
tection of  milk  from  sources  of  contamination,  fully  justified  the 
recommendation  of  the  Health  Committee  to  the  City  Council  for  such 
an  appointment. 

During  the  year  a systematic  inspection  of  cowsheds,  and  a general 
survey  of  their  immediate  surroundings,  was  completed  by  the  Inspector 
(Mr.  Ridle}’),  and  he  prepared  small  block  plans  of  the  whole  of  the  farm 
premises  under  your  jurisdiction.  As  a result  of  the  investigation,  I 
compiled  a report  on  the  unhygienic  conditions  prevailing  in  the  pro- 
duction of  milk  on  farm  premises  and  on  the  insanitary  defects  existing 
in  cowsheds,  and  presented  it  to  the  Health  Committee  at  the  close  of 
the  year. 

The  report  has  been  printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  the  contents 
discussed  by  your  Committee.  From  their  instructions,  I hope  to  be  in 
a position  to  state  in  my  next  Annual  Report  that  a good  number  of 
the  insanitary  cowsheds  have  been  altered  on  modern  principles,  and 
that  others  exist  in  memory  only — things  of  the  past. 

There  are  at  present  within  the  City  545  cowsheds,  in  the  occupation 
of  336  cowkeepers. 

A great  number  of  the  cowsheds  are  dark,  improperly  ventilated, 
and  badly  drained. 
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During  the  year  2588  visits  were  made  to  cowsheds  and  1436  visits 
to  dairies,  where  particular  attention  was  paid  to  the  condition  of  milk 
utensils. 

During  the  year  25  cowkeepers  made  application  for  registration, 
and  certificates  were  granted  in  each  case. 

The  water  supply  at  se\’eral  farms  not  being  considered  satisfactory, 
samples  of  water  from  eight  farms  were  submitted  to  the  Cit}*  Analyst, 
with  the  result  that  three  of  them  were  found  polluted  with  sewage  ; 
two  samples  contained  lead  in  dangerous  quantities  ; and  the  remaining 
samples  were  considered  satisfactory. 

Owing  to  the  primitive  methods  adopted  and  gross  negligence  in 
regard  to  cleanliness,  by  cowkeepers  when  dealing  with  milk  for  human 
consumption,  it  was  considered  expedient  to  send  a copy  of  the 
following  circular  letter  to  the  majority  of  cowkeepers  within  the  City  : — 

vSanitary  Department, 

Morley  vStreet, 

Bradford. 

Dear  Sir, 

I have  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from 
scrupulous  cleanliness  in  regard  to  the  production,  storage,  and  trans- 
mission of  milk. 

I understand  that  the  Inspector  has  complained  to  you  on  several 
occasions  of  the  insanitary  conditions  prevailing  at  the  time  of  his  visits 
to  your  farm  premises. 

From  the  fact  that  milk  produced  and  kept  under  hygienic  condi- 
tions will  retain  its  normal  condition  much  longer  than  it  would  do 
otherwise,  it  is  to  the  interest  of  everyone  engaged  in  the  sale  of  milk 
to  exercise  due  diligence  and  precaution  to  safeguard  it  against  all 
sources  of  contamination.  Moreover,  you  are  under  an  obligation  to  the 
public  generally,  who  have  a right  to  demand  scrupulous  cleanliness  in 
the  production  and  transmission  of  milk. 
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I must,  therefore,  ask  you  to  be  good  enough  to  observe  the  following 
rules  : — 

1.  Dung  should  not  be  allowed  to  encrust  upon  the  hindquarters 

of  milking  cows. 

2.  Just  prior  to  milking  the  udder  and  teats  of  the  cow  should 

be  properly  cleansed. 

3.  The  hands  of  the  operator  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed,  and 

he  should  be  provided  with  overalls  to  cover  his  clothing 
during  milking. 

4.  The  milk  utensils  must  be  thoroughly  cleansed  daily  with 

steam  or  clean  boiling  water. 

5.  Milk  in  any  quantity  should  not  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the 

cowshed  during  milking. 

6.  It  is  important  that  food  should  not  be  stored  in  the  cowshed. 

7.  General  cleanliness  of  the  cowshed  must  be  observed. 

For  your  information  I may  say  that  the  regulations  in  operation  in 
this  City  for  the  control  of  the  milk  supply  renders  every  offender  liable 
to  a penalty  of  £5  for  guilty  negligence  or  breach  of  the  bye-laws. 

The  Inspector  has  received  instructions  to  enforce  in  future  the 
provisions  of  the  regulations  aforementioned.

SHOP  HOURS  ACTS,  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT, 
JFMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  ACT. 
INSPECTION  OF  SHOPS,  WORKSHOPS, 
BAKEHOUSES,  &c. 

During  the  year  the  Inspector  (Mr.  Smith)  and  Junior  Inspector 
(Mr.  Margerison)  have  been  most  assiduous  in  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties  and  have  displayed  much  activity  in  connection  therewith. 
Evidence  of  this  is  given  by  the  amount  of  work  they  have  accomplished 
during  the  year. 
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During  the  year  a Closing  Order  was  applied  for  by  the  hairdressers 
of  the  City,  and  to  give  an  idea  of  the  amount  of  work  such  a movement 
causes  the  Inspector  I have  given  some  brief  particulars  on  pp.  176-7. 

The  boot  retailers  are  also  about  to  apply  for  a similar  Order. 

Very  few  indeed  are  fully  acquainted  with  the  multitudinous  duties 
imposed  upon  the  Inspectors  by  the  various  Acts  of  Parliament,  Orders 
and  Bye-laws  in  operation  in  this  City. 

Although  an  attempt  is  made  by  the  Inspectors  to  discharge  the 
various  duties  with  the  desired  amount  of  efficiency  and  thoroughness,  I 
am  of  opinion  that  their  energies  are  overtaxed  in  so  doing.  Few  years 
pass  now  without  some  new  Act  or  Order  is  put  in  force  to  increase  their 
duties.  With  a view  of  enlightening  all  those  who  take  a deep  interest 
in  this  particular  part  of  public  health  work,  a list  of  the  regulations  at 
present  in  operation  in  this  City  will  be  found  on  pp.  178-9. 

THE  HALF-TIME  QUESTION. 

During  the  year  the  Inter-Departmental  Committee  on  Partial 
Exemption  from  , School  Attendance  sat  at  the  Board  of  Education, 
Whitehall,  to  obtain  information  in  regard  to  Half-time  labour  of 
children. 

From  the  fact  that  Bradford  is  recognised  as  one  of  the  most 
important  industrial  centres  where  half-timers  are  employed,  there 
being  more  children  employed  as  half-timers  in  Bradford  than  in  any 
other  town,  it  was  quite  natural  that  the  vSpecial  Committee  should  do 
your  Workshop  Inspector  (Mr.  vSmith)  the  honour  of  requesting  him  to 
appear  before  them  and  give  evidence  as  to  the  nature  and  extent  of 
half-time  labour  and  other  child  employment  in  Bradford,  and  b3^  per- 
mission of  the  Health  Committee  he  did  so. 


In  regard  to  child  employment  and  its  bearing  on  the  health, 
education,  morals,  and  social  condition  of  the  children,  also  its  effects  on 
the  industrial  conditions  of  the  City,  the  following  extract  from  his 
evidence  will  be  of  interest : — 

“ v'^ince  1901  the  number  of  half-timers  in  Bradford  had 
increased  from  3041  to  5125  in  1907,  and  that  the  total  number  of 
children  under  14  years  of  age  employed  in  various  occupations, 
in  addition  to  attendance  at  school  either  half  or  full  time,  was 
nearly  7000,  and  includes  over  half  the  available  children  in  the  City. 
Only  a very  small  proportion  of  children  employed  as  half-timers 
are  retained  after  the  age  of  16  in  the  occupations  which  employ 
them,  and  they  are  in  consequence  turned  adrift  too  late  in  life  to 
learn  a skilled  trade,  and  become  in  the  main  unskilled  labourers.” 

vSHOPS  INSPECTED— SHOP  HOURS  ACT,  1892. 

The  number  of  visits  and  investigations  made  where  young  persons 
are  employed  was  6438.  In  126  instances  the  employers  failed  to 
exhibit  the  notice  required  in  regard  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  stating 
the  hours  during  which  young  persons  may  be  employed.  Eight  of  these 
employers,  who  had  been  cautioned  previously  for  similar  offences,  were 
prosecuted,  and  the  remainder  were  cautioned.  vSix  young  persons  were 
found  employed  in  shops  contrary  to  the  Act  in  respect  to  hours  pro- 
hibited by  the  P'actory  and  Workshop  Act.  One  employer  was  prose- 
cuted, and  the  other  employers  were  cautioned  that  a repetition  of  the 
offence  would  involve  prosecution. 

SHOP  SEATS  ACT,  1899. 

vSpecial  visits  were  paid  to  207  shops  where  female  assistants  are 
employed.  In  six  cases  it  was  found  that  seats  were  not  provided  as 
required  by  the  Act.  Warning  notices  were  served  on  the  employers, 
with  the  result  that  the  necessary  seats  were  immediately  provided. 

SHOP  HOURS  ACT  (BUTCHERS),  1904. 


A large  number  of  visits  were  made,  including  3594  observations  in 


all  parts  of  the  City,  with  a view  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Closing  Order 
for  Batchers’  vShops,  with  the  result  that  15  shops  were  found  open  for 
sale  after  closing  time.  Three  of  the  occupiers  had  been  previously 
warned  for  similar  offences  and  legal  proceedings  were  taken  against 
them.  The  remaining  offenders  were  cautioned. 

In  one  case  the  occupier  obstructed  the  Inspector  in  the  execution 
of  his  duty,  and  he  was  brought  before  the  magistrates  and  fined. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  ACT,  1903. 

Special  attention  has  again  been  paid  by  the  Inspectors  to  the 
employment  of  children  in  the  City,  and  a large  number  of  visits  have 
been  made  at  all  hours  of  the  day  from  before  6 a.m.  until  ii  p.m.,  with 
a view  to  the  enforcement  of  the  pro\dsions  of  the  Act  and  the  bye-laws 
made  thereunder  by  the  City  Council  for  the  regulation  of  the  employ- 
ment of  children  before  and  after  school  hours  and  as  half-timers.  The 
provisions  of  the  bye-laws  have  been  carefully  explained  by  the 
Inspectors  to  all  persons  found  employing  children,  with  the  result  that 
offences  are  becoming  less  numerous  each  month,  though  still  very 
considerable. 

The  number  of  offences  disco\'ered  during  the  year  against  the 
bye-laws  was  345,  and  there  were  in  addition  30  offences  against  the 
general  provisions  of  the  Act,  making  a total  of  375  as  compared  with 
724  in  the  previous  3’ear. 

In  48  cases  where  the  offence  was  repeated  after  warnings  had  been 
given,  the  employers  were  prosecuted.  All  the  remaining  emplo^'ers 
were  served  with  warning  notices  and  supplied  with  printed  copies  of 
the  bye-laws.

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CHILDREN’S  PERFORMANCES. 

During  the  year  84  children  w^ere  licensed  by  the  magistrates  to  take 
part  in  public  entertainments  at  the  various  theatres  and  other  places 
of  amusement.  Visits  w^ere  made  in  each  case  to  see  that  the  conditions 
of  the  licence  were  properly  carried  out  and  that  the  children  were 
properly  cared  for  and  educated.  In  one  case  the  performance  was 
considered  to  incur  danger  to  the  performer  and  certain  extra  precau- 
tions W'ere*T:aken  at  the  request  of  the  Inspector  to  minimise  the  risk. 
At  one  of  the  pantomimes  20  girls  under  14  years  of  age  w^ere  found  to 
be  employed  in  the  ballet  and  no  licence  had  been  obtained  from  the 
magistrates.  They  each  stated  that  they  were  over  14  years  of  age, 
but  on  investigation  the  Inspector  found  them  to  be  under  that  age, 
and  5 of  them  were  also  found  to  be  employed  half-time  in  factories. 
The  day’s  work  of  the  latter  would  therefore  extend  from  6 a.m.  to 
II  p.m.  The  parents  in  each  of  these  cases  made  a false  declaration  in 
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respect  to  the  age  of  their  children,  and  in  consequence  proceedings 
were  taken  against  them  instead  of  the  employer,  who  was  covered  by 
the  certificates. 

The  number  of  children  under  14  years  of  age  who  have  been  found 
employed  in  various  occupations  (outside  of  factory  and  workshop 
employment)  is  1056,  of  whom  287  were  half-timers. 

In  addition  to  these  there  are  368  children  licensed  by  the  Watch 
Committee  to  trade  in  the  streets.  These  are  under  police  supervision, 
and  not  under  that  of  the  vShop  Inspector. 

WORKvSHQPvS  AND  BAKEHOUSEvS 

The  total  number  of  workshops  on  the  registers  is  now  2235,  and  of 
bakehouses  439,  as  compared  with  2272  and  447  respecti\'ely  last  year.

vSpecial  attention  is  paid  to  the  cleanliness,  ventilation,  air  space, 
closet  accommodation,  and  general  sanitary  condition  of  these  places, 
as  required  1)y  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  the  Factory  and  Workshop 
Act. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  OUTWORKERS  EMPIyOYKD. 

88  employers  failed  to  send  in  to  the  Town  Clerk  the  list  of  out- 
workers employed  by  them  on  the  ist  of  February  and  the  ist  of  August 
as  required  by  the  Factory  Act.  Your  Committee  allowed  one  month’s 
grace  in  each  case,  and  prosecutions  were  then  instituted  against  the 
7 employers  who  still  failed  to  send  in  the  lists. 
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OUTWORKERS^  PREMISEvS, 

375  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  outworkers’  premises,  in  the 
course  of  which  6o  sanitary  defects  were  found  to  exist,  and  these  have 
since  been  remedied. 

The  occupier  of  one  workshop  which  was  found  in  a dirty  condition 
failed  to  liniewash  it  after  several  warnings  and  notices  had  been  served 
on  him,  and  he  was  prosecuted,  with  the  result  that  he  was  fined  £2 
and  7s.  costs. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  sanitary  and  other  defects  found  to 
exist  in  contravention  to  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  in  workshops, 
workplaces,  and  bakehouses,  by  the  vShop  Inspectors.  With  slight 
exceptions  the  defects  have  all  been  remedied.

H.M.  INSPECTOR  OF  FACTORIES’  COMPLAINTS. 


During  the  year  the  Factory  Inspector,  in  pursuance  of  Section  5, 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  made  48  complaints  to  the  Town 
Clerk  in  writing  of  matters  affecting  the  sanitary  condition  of  Factories 
and  Workshops  in  the  City.  Your  Workshop  and  Sanitary  Inspectors 
dealt  with  the  complaints  and  caused  statutory  notices  to  be  served 
for  various  infringements  and  breaches  of  the  Act. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  requirements  of  8 of  the  notices  had  yet 
to  be  complied  with. 

HAIRDRESSERS’  CLOSING  ORDER. 

In  the  month  of  April  a petition  was  received  from  ill  hairdressers 
in  the  City  again  asking  the  Council  to  make  a Closing  Order  for  their 
trade.  By  instructions  of  the  Health  Committee  the  Shop  Inspector 
compiled  a new  register  of  hairdressers’  shops  and  informally  verified 
the  signatures  to  the  petition.  It  was  found  that  there  were  290 
hairdressers  in  the  City,  and  that  there  were  25  more  signatures  on  the 
petition  than  the  two-thirds  required  for  the  making  of  an  Order.  The 
Council  then  made  a draft  Closing  Order,  which  was  duly  advertised 
throughout  the  City. 

Subsequently  a petition  was  received  purporting  to  be  signed  by 
1 19  hairdressers  who  objected  to  the  making  of  the  Order,  from  which 
it  was  evident  that  64  of  them  had  signed  both  petitions,  i.e.,  in  favour 
and  against.  This  resulted  in  the  Inspector  visiting  all  the  hairdressers 
again  who  had  signed  the  original  petition  in  favour  of  the  Order,  to 
ascertain  whether  they  were  in  favour  or  not.  It  was  found  that  199  of 
the  signatories  were  still  in  favour  of  the  Order,  or  five  more  than  the 
requisite  two-thirds  of  the  trade.  Owing  to  the  attitude  taken  up  by 
the  Central  Hairdressers’  Association — a small  body— further  visits  and 
inquiries  had  to  be  made  by  the  Inspector,  and  in  the  end  there  was  a 
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doubt  as  to  whether  there  was  the  requisite  two-thirds  majority  iii 
favour  of  the  Order.  The  Home  vSecretary  was  commimieated  with  and 
he  ordered  a local  inquiry  to  be  held.  Consequently,  on  October  28th 
and  2gth,  Mr.  Thornton  Tawes,  ]:)arrister,  attended  at  the  Town  Hall 
for  that  purpose,  and  heard  official  evidence  on  the  matter  and  the 
views  of  hairdressers  on  both  sides. 

The  result  of  the  inquiry  was  that  the  Home  vSecretary  recom- 
mended on  December  30th  that  a fresh  vote  of  hairdressers  should  be 
taken  to  ascertain  their  present  opinions.  The  register  was  therefore 
brought  up  to  date  and  voting  papers  sent  out  again,  with  the  result 
that  more  than  the  requisite  two-thirds  were  found  to  be  in  favour  of 
the  Order. 

Between  that  time  and  the  compiling  of  this  report  the  Home 
vSecretary  has  duly  confirmed  the  Closing  Order  and  it  is  now  in  force. 

^HJVING  IN"  SYSTEM  OF  SHOP  ASSivSTANTS. 

This  subject  is  so  closely  allied  to  others  having  legislative  provisions 
which  form  part  of  the  duties  of  the  Workshop  Inspectors,  that  I venture 
to  presume  the  result  of  the  Inquiry  instituted  by  the  Departmental 
Committee,  and  published  during  the  year,  cannot  fail  to  be  of  interest, 
more  especially  because  in  the  near  future  the  supervision  of  living 
in  ” premises  may  be  placed  entirely  under  the  control  of  Sanitary 
Authorities.** 

Dealing  with  the  system,  the  Committee  state  that  the  question  has 
three  aspects  : 

1.  The  quality  of  the  accommodation. 

2.  The  advantages  or  disadvantages  of  the  system  on  the  moral 

side. 

3.  The  advantages  or  disadvantages  of  the  system  on  the  social 

side. 
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The  evidence  which  was  heard  showed  that  in  a considcral)le  nnnd:)er 
of  cases  the  quality  of  the  accommodation  and  of  the  food  left  much 
to  be  desired. 

The  Committee  proceed  : — 

“ We  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that,  while  the  case  of  absolute 
prohibition  has  not  been  made  out,  the  evils  which  arc  shown  to 
exist  are  such  as  can  be  met  with  by  regulations.  We  propose  that 
])remises  on  which  assistants  are  lodged  should  be  regularh' 
inspected.  A system  of  regular  inspection  would,  we  believe,  meet 
no  opposition  from  the  majority  of  employers.  We  therefore 
recommend  : — 

1.  That  power  should  be  given  to  a central  authority  to  make 

regulations  as  to  the  accommodation  provided  in  living  in 
establishments. 

2.  " That  the  law  as  to  the  sale  of  food  unfit  for  human  con- 

sumption should  be  extended  to  cover  the  case  of  an 
employer  supplying  or  having  in  his  possession  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  to  his  assistants  food  unlit  for  human 
consumption. 

3.  That  the  law  should  provide  for  inspection  of  the  living-in 

arrangements  of  shops  by  Inspectors  of  the  local  authority 
who  already  inspect  under  the  Shop  Hours  Acts,  and 
that  it  should  be  their  duty  to  enforce  the  regulations 
made  by  the  central  authority.” 

The  ])assing  of  a measure  dealing  with  the  living-in  system  as  pro- 
])osed,  would  not  materially  affect  us,  as  there  are  only  about  two  of  such 
houses  in  the  City.  However,  the  ])ros])ect  of  a measure  controlling  the 
([uality  of  food  stuffs  is  ])articularly  interesting,  as  the  Corporation 
instituted  ])roceedings  in  the  Police  Court  against  an  offender  between 
two  and  three  years  ago,  which  ended  in  an  unsatisfactor}’  manner.
